3. BOTH MEN SIAD THEY DID NOT KNOW WHY THEY WERE KIDNAPPED. 

ASKED WHAT THEY THINK ABOUT THE SITUATION IN ERITREA, CAMPBELL 
SAID THAT INFORMATION ON THE MATTER WAS NOT AVAILABLE TO HIM IN 
ASMARA AND THAT AMERICAN ENCYCLOPEDIA TREAT ETHIOPIA AS A WHOLE. 
CAMPBELL ADDED THAT THE PEOPLE IN ASMARA TRY TO REPORT CONDITIONS 
THERE BUT THE NEWS DOESN'T GET OUT TO THE WORLD. 

4. INTERVIEWER ASKED WHETHER PRISONERS KNEW THAT USG HELPING

NUMBER OF CIA AGENTS THERE ARE IN ASMARA. CAMPBELL SAID: 

"IF THERE IS ANYONE FROM CIA IN ASMARA, WE SHOULDN'T KNOW ABOUT IT. 

IF WE DID, HE WOULDN’T BE A VERY GOOD CIA AGENT". 

6. CAMPBELL SAID THEY HAD BEEN TREATED WELL, ALTHOUGH THEY HAD HAD 
ONLY ORANGES TO EAT FOR THE FIRST TWO DAYS. 

7. COMMENT: BITTERLIN TOLD US THAT HE WAS PUSHED TO ASK QUESTIONS
